"Whenever  an  Election  Petition  shall  have  been  inscribed 
for  hearing  before  the  Court  of  Keview  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  law,  the  Petitioner  and  the  Respondent  respecti- 
vely shall,  at  least  live  days  bt^lbre  the  day  lixed  for  such 
hearing,  print  and  lyle  with  the  Prothonotary  of  the  Supe- 
rior Court  whore  the  said  Petition  is  to  be  heard,  twenty 
cases  containing  a  statement  of  the  grounds  and  reasons 
submitted  to  the  Court  for  the  maintenance  and  rejection 
respectively  of  the  said  P(^tition  —  and  such  statements 
shall  be  divided  into  distinct  items  or  articles,  each  of  which 
shall  be  regularly  numbered  in  succession  and  shall  in  a 
summary  manner  explicitly  set  out  and  state  each  particular 
ground  or  reason  as  aforesaid,  with  the  point  of  law  or  fact 
upon  which  such  ground  or  reason  shall  rest.  No  party 
shall  be  heard  upon  any  ground  or  reason  other  than  those 
so  set  out  in  his  said  cases,  except  by  leave  of  the  Court. 
The  Petitioner  and  tho  Respondent  respecMvely  shall  print 
in  exlenxo  the  evidence  by  them  respectively  adduced,  as  a 
part  of  their  case,  or  such  part  thereof  as,  by  consent  in 
writing  of  all  parties,  shall  be  declared  the  only  evidence 
material  to  be  considered  by  the  Court  of  Review ;  but 
where  these  parties  have  been  put  to  the  exi^ense  of  a  steno- 
grapher, then  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  have  the  evidence 
printed.  And  if  the  cases  of  the  Petitioner  be  not  so  de- 
livered and  fyled  within  the  time  prescribed,  or  within  such 
further  time  as  the  Court  of  Review  or  a  Judge  may  allow 
for  fyling  the  same,  the  Petition  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
deserted,  and,  on  motion  of  the  Respondent,  shall  be  dis- 
missed with  costs.  An  if  the  cases  of  the  Respondent  be  not 
so  likewise  delivered  and  fyled  as  aforesaid,  such  Res- 
pondent may  be  declared  to  have  deserted  his  defence,  or 
such  other  order  in  the  premises  may  be  rendered  as  the 
Court  may  deem  just  and  expedient,  and  the  Petition  may 
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be  heard  ex  parte  on  the  part  of  the  Petitioner,  and  Judnment 
rendered  therein  without  the  intervention  ol"  the  Respondent.
